REVISION OF STATUTES, 


A White Paper was issued yesterday notify. 
ing various changes in the statutes of the 
Irish University Act, 1 

Section 9 of Chapter 41 of Statate 4 is re- 
voked, and the following section is substi- 
tuted - : 

During the period oí five years from the 
date of the dissolution of the Royal Um: 
versity, and during that period only, such 
professor or lecturer shall be entitled to be 
paid by the University for the examines 
tion of such of those etudents as are not 
members of the College such reasonable sum 
as the Senate may determine. 

In determining such sum the Senate shall 
have regard to the number of studenta ex-
